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A Little Bit of History Is Gone 
from South Campus

“The reason South 
Campus is so beautiful is because 
of all the different trees.” 

This was one student’s 
reaction to the beech tree, located 
between Weed Hall and the cafe¬ 
teria, being cut down on 
Saturday. The two beech trees on 
South Campus were the only two 
of their kind, and after Saturday 
there will only be one standing. 

The cutting down of the 
tree will be done by a tree sur¬ 
geon for safety reasons. Half of 
the tree broke off during a storm 
last Saturday and left the rest of 
the tree unsteady. According to 
Mark Malkasian, facilities man¬ 
ager, the tree had split halfway up 
into two trees and thus weakened 
itself. 

The wind and the rain on 
Saturday was too much for one 
side of the tree to handle. The 
half of the tree closest to the cafe¬ 
teria cracked and fell on top of 
the cafeteria ceiling. 

John Scopelites, produc¬ 
tion manager for ARA Dining 
Services, was there when the tree 
came crashing down at approxi¬ 
mately 9 AM. “I heard a huge 
crash and then I looked up and 
saw the tree hanging on the 
doors.” 

Even the cooks in the 
back of the cafeteria heard the 
crash and came running from the 
kitchen. “When it fell, the entire 
building shook and started leak¬ 
ing,” said Guy Humeniuk, food 
service director.

the kitchen. The cracks quickly 
began opening up and the rain 
started pouring in. Buckets had 
to be set up everywhere to keep 
the water off the floor. Humeniuk 
referred to this as “the bucket 
brigade.” 

Immediately after the 
crash came the scramble to open 


Facilities Services Joe Caulfield, 
along with a maintenance team, 
was on the scene minutes later. 
‘They [maintenance] really need 
to be commended,” says 
Humeniuk. “They got everything 
out of the way so we could open 
in time.” 

Although the cafeteria 
was able to open at 10:30 AM as 


SGA Discusses Budget 
Cuts with Policy Makers 
in D.C.

On October 24 and 25, 
delegates from UML’s Student 
Government, along with Student 
Government delegates from the 
Boston, Amherst, and Dartmouth 
campuses, journeyed to 
Washington, D.C. in an effort to 
persuade members of Congress to 
think twice about cutting $10.4 
billion from student aid. The two 
days were filled with meetings 


with various staff members of the 
senators and representatives who 
are key decision-makers in the 
budget arena. 

The first meeting that 
UML delegates attended was with 
Clayton Spencer of Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy’s (D-Mass.) 
office. Spencer briefly spoke 
about what the Republican’s 
Reconciliation Bill means to stu¬ 
dents. Amy Abraham, a member 
of the staff of Senator J. James 
Exon (D - Nebraska), who is a 
Senate Ranking Minority 



usual, many students had to be 
fed on the. commuter side for 
safety reasons. Later that 
evening, dinner was also held 
entirely on the commuter side.

'According to Malkasian, 
the cafeteria is now safe. A con¬ 
tractor was brought in to patch up 
the holes that were punched by 
the tree. On Wednesday of last 
week all the repair work was fin¬ 
ished. 

The real tragedy of the 
fallen tree is that now the entire 
tree must be removed. With that 
tree goes over 100 years of histo¬ 
ry. William Dunn, director of 
revenue at UMass Lowell, has 
been at the university since 1963 
and witnessed the construction of 
South Campus. As he remembers 
it, there were 30 homes in the 
area of South Campus and they 
had to be bought in order to 
acquire the land. “There was one 
home that was the most beautiful 
and the biggest one there. It was 
brick with a huge verandah porch 
that extended out to those beech 
trees.” 

Dunn also remembers 
that the owner of the home was 
not too happy when he found out 
his land was to be acquired. 
Eventually all the homes, includ¬ 
ing the huge brick house, were 
demolished, but the beech trees 
remained. According to Dunn, 
“The contractors and the archi¬ 
tects wouldn’t remove the beauti¬ 
ful trees. They built around 
them.” The small quad area in 
between the cafeteria and Weed 
Hall was designed in order to pre¬ 
serve a little bit of history, and 
thus the whole of South Campus, 
in a sense, was constructed 
around those trees. 
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Member and a member of the 
Senate Budget Committee, elab¬ 
orated on what Clayton briefly 
mentioned.

Family Sues over 
Moose Attack

ANCHORAGE, Alaska— The 
family of a man who was killed 
by a moose on the University of 
Alaska campus has filed a lawsuit 
against the school, claiming UA 
officials were negligent when 
they failed to remove or destroy 
the animal when she first showed 
up. 

In January, 71-year-old 
Myong Chin Ra was trampled to 
death by a female moose as he 
was on his way to the school’s 
gymnasium. The animal charged 
at Ra as he tried to enter the cam¬ 
pus building, kicking him several 
times after he had fallen to the 
ground. 

Police later said the 
moose was protecting its young 
calf, which was nearby. The pair 
had been roaming the campus for 
several hours before the attack 
and were subjected to yelling, 
whistling, teasing and snowballs 
from several students. 

In their lawsuit, mem¬ 
bers of Ra’s family maintain that 
UA officials should have taken 
steps to permanently remove the 
moose from the campus when she 
first arrived. 

But Jean Sagan, associ¬ 
ate general counsel for the uni¬ 
versity, says that the school has 
no such responsibility. 

“It was an unfortunate 
and tragic incident, but not one 
that falls under the university’s 
jurisdiction,” Sagan said. “If 
you’re a resident of this area, you 
know that moose are unpre¬ 
dictable. Mr. Ra used poor judg¬ 
ment. If he wanted to enter the 
gym, there were other entrances 
available.” 

Although the moose was 
escorted off campus and back 
into the surrounding forest after 
killing Ra, Alaska officers killed 
the animal two weeks later after it 
tried to attack Bruno Kappes, a

Campus Hospitality was 
created last spring after two 
Maryland corporations with 
numerous hptel and restaurant 
properties merged.

Million-Man March Inspires Students 
to Take Message Home

Eric Moreland says he 
felt a new sense of purpose in his 
life after attending the Million- 
Man March in Washington, D.C. 
Now, Moreland has ambitions of 
bringing some of his newfound 
hope back to the University of 
North Carolina campus. 

“I came back feeling 
like a complete man,” says 
Moreland, a UNC junior. “I 
came back knowing what it is I 
have to do.” 

“Moreland, like many 
African-American men, went to 
the nation’s capitol to join with 
others in resolving to uphold 
such values as personal responsi¬ 
bility and political involvement. 
“I want to be the best friend I 


can be, the best father I can be, 
the best brother I can be,” says 
Moreland. “And I want to start 
on it right away.” 

He’ll do that, he says, 
by spreading the words of 
Minister Louis Farrakhan, who 
told the march attendees to 
strengthen their pride in their 
race, broaden their political 
power and work to better them¬ 
selves. 

“Minister Farrakhan’s 
words cut to the heart of some of 
the problems African-American 
students have on college cam¬ 
puses,” Moreland says. “If we 
heed his words, we can’t help 
but become a stronger, more uni¬ 
fied people.” 

Most African-American 
students across the nation, 
whether they participated in the 
march or not, agree. 


“People like to immedi¬ 
ately discredit Farrakhan as an 
anti-Semite and ignore his mes¬ 
sage,” says Shawn Robbins, a 
Mississippi State University 
senior. “But the reaction has to 
start somfewhere. Someone has 
to take the stand and preach 
about what we need to do to 
build on the power we already 
have.” 

Many schools with large 
black enrollments declared the 
day of the march a “Holy Day,” 
mirroring a proclamation made 
by religious leaders at Howard 
University in late September. 
The proclamation called on 
African-American men to take a 
day off from work, entertainment 
or sport and refrain from profani¬ 
ty. The men also were called to

I'm very nervous about interviewing— how 
can I gain some confidence and improve my skills?

Dear Sweaty, 

The short answer to this question is "Prepare 
and practice." Before you subject yourself to any 
new situation you'll find it helpful to arm yourself 
with relevant information. For interview prepara¬ 
tion you'll want to focus your study on two main 
subjects— Yourself and the Employer. And now... 
the longer answer... 

Preparation Part One: You 

You need to define your goals, the skills you 
have to offer an employer and your work and acad¬ 
emic achievements that best demonstrate your abili¬ 
ties. Writing out your thoughts will help you clarify 
what's most important to communicate. Remember, 
you only have a few minutes to favorably impress 
an interviewer. If your answers are clear, thought¬ 
ful, brief and well-worded, you'll gain the respect 
and further attention of the interviewer. 

If you have obvious shortcomings— such as 
low grades or lack of relevant experience, you want 
to be prepared for the inevitable questions that will 
be part of the interview. Honesty, attitude and fore¬ 
thought is critical to handling sensitive and impor¬ 
tant issues. 

Preparation Part Two: The Employer 

By researching a company before an inter¬ 
view you demonstrate: respect for the company, sin¬ 
cere interest in the company and a thorough and 
planned approach to your job search. Resource 
materials for your study are available in the inter¬ 
net. Your company research will also help you 
develop relevant questions to ask the interviewer. 

Practice—you can never get enoug h 

Of course, you also need feedback on your 
interviewing skills, or you may just repeat mistakes 
rather than improving. For starters, you may want 
to ask a Career Services professional to carry out a 
"mock" or practice interview with you. By video 
taping your 15-20 minute mock interview, you'll be 
able to review and assess the content and clarity of 
your answers and the oral and visual image you 
present. By building on your strengths and devel¬ 
oping improved skills, you'll gain a better under-

eliminate the federal deficit by 
the year 2002. The bill proposes 
to cut large amounts of money not 
only from student aid programs, 
but also from many other domes¬ 
tic programs such as Medicare, 
while providing for an upper- 
income tax cut of $245 billion. 
The House version of the bill has 
already been passed, but the 
Senate was still working on their 
version of the bill at the time of 
the delegation’s visit to Capitol 
Hill. According to Brian 
Andriolo, UML’s Student 
Trustee, the Republicans have 
since announced that they will 
not ask that student aid be cut as 
deeply as they originally wanted. 
The GOP is now asking for a $4.9 
billion cut. When asked if the 
reduction in cuts could be attrib¬ 
uted to the UMass delegation, 
Andriolo replied, “I’d like to 
think so, but probably not.” 

The delegation also met 
with Roger Wolfson, Chief 
Legislative Aid for Senator John 
F. Kerry (D-Mass.). Wolfson 
gave the delegation some insight 
into the politics of the 
Reconciliation Bill. He stated 
that the common belief among 
Democrats is that President 


Clinton will veto the 
Reconciliation Bill. He said that 
in the bill. Republicans attack 
Democratic strongholds, namely 
education, welfare and Medicare. 
Wolfson assured the delegation 
that education is very important 
to Senator Kerry. He said that 
Kerry wants to make student 
loans tax-deductible, and that he 
wants a hearing on the proposed 
cuts to the Direct Lending 
Program. Wolfson added that it is 
difficult to predict what will hap¬ 
pen after President Clinton vetoes 
the Reconciliation Bill. 

Senator Kerry was pre¬ 
sent at the meeting for a very 
short time, as he was needed on 
the Senate floor to vote on a bill. 
Kerry said that he was 
“impressed with the delegation’s 
efforts.” He also urged all stu¬ 
dents to get involved in American 
government. “We all have to 
decide how we will deal with our 
problems.” Kerry added, with 
disgust, that in the last presiden¬ 
tial election, “only 37% of eligi¬ 
ble voters voted.” As he was 
leaving his office. Senator Kerry 
said that he would like to visit all 
of the UMass campuses some¬ 
time in the future. 



After the meeting with 


Sen. Kerry, the delegation met 
with Amy Abraham in the Senate 
Budget Committee Hearing 
Room. Abraham, in addition to 
her explanation of the issues sur¬ 
rounding the Reconciliation Bill, 
offered more political insight into 


the bill. She said that the GOP 

“can do one of two things. They 
can pass the bill through 
Congress and get vetoed by the 
president, or they can compro¬ 
mise with the Democrats.” 
Abraham added that the 
Republicans are unlikely to com¬ 
promise because they will have to 
settle for program cuts that aren’t 
as deep as they want them to be. 
In light of recent events, however, 
it appears the Republicans may 
be compromising with the 
Democrats after all. 

According to Student 
Trustee Andriolo, the GOP has 
greatly reduced their demands. 
The original Republican plan 
called for a .85% tax on the stu¬ 
dent loan volume that colleges 
and universities award each year. 
This would have saved the feder¬ 
al government $2 billion, but at 
the expense of students. UML 
students’ share of the expense 
would have been $110,000. 
Andriolo said that Republicans 
are no longer asking for this pro¬ 
vision. The Republicans were 
also asking for elimination of the 
six-month, interest-free grace 
period for all borrowers, a 
demand that has since been 
dropped. This would have cost 
American students $2.7 billion. 
In addition, some of the interest- 


rate increases that the GOP want¬ 
ed will not take place. Andriolo 
said that “the UMass President’s 
Office isn’t really sure which 
loans will be affected. Some 
loans will have interest-rate 
increases, some won’t.” The 
Direct Lending Program, in 
which UML just recently began 
participating, will either have a 
cap of 20% of total loan volume, 
or will be eliminated entirely. If 
the cap is implemented, it will 
cost students $600 million. If the 
DLP is eliminated entirely, stu¬ 
dents will lose $1.2 billion. 

Congressional 
Democrats say that the GOP 
wants to raise interest rates and 
limit or eliminate direct lending 
so that banks can make more 
profits. They argue that the cuts 
in the Reconciliation Bill are con¬ 
sistent with Republican sympathy 
towards the upper class and big 
business. The Republicans justi¬ 
fy the massive cuts in social pro¬ 
grams in the Reconciliation Bill 
as essential to reducing the 
deficit. They also reason that 
everyone should contribute to 
deficit reduction. 

The Senate’s version of 
the bill is expected to be voted on 
by the end of the month.

“repent, atone and reconcile to 
the God of creation and salva¬ 
tion.” 

“Black men need to say 
we’re sorry for abandoning our 
responsibilities and then move 
on,” says Robbins. 

More than 300 students 


from Louisiana State University 
marched from the center of cam¬ 
pus to the steps of the state capi- 
tol. ‘This was an opportunity for 
black men across the country to 
stand together,” says Victor 
Vandal, president of the LSU’s 
Black Graduate and Professional 
Student Association. “The march 
had nothing to do with violence 
or hostility. It was about black 
men standing before God to apol¬ 
ogize for their sins and to promise 
to accept their responsibilities.” 


At Kansas State 
University, students echoed the 
impact of the Million-Man March 
with a rally of their own. “We 
wanted to build on the presence 
in Washington,” says Colette 
McLemore, a member of KSU’s 
Black Student Union, who orga¬ 
nized the event. “We wanted to 
unify the stu¬ 
dents and spread 
the message 
across campus.” 


McLemore says students watched 
most of the day’s speakers on 
television before holding a can¬ 
dlelight vigil. “It’s important for 
black men and black women to 
come together for this,” 
McLemore says. “We need to 
stand as one.” 

Members of KSU’s 


Black Student Union, like organi¬ 
zations on many campuses, also 
helped organize a voter registra¬ 
tion drive. “One of the ways to 
realize the power we have is to 
get out the vote,” says 
McLemore. 


TAPPI 96 Set for New Orleans in March 

TAPPI 96, the premier exhibition of the paper and related industries and the only major 
machinery exhibit scheduled in the United States for the next three years, is scheduled 
to be held March 4-6, 1996, at the Ernest N. Mortal Convention Center in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, USA. The 1996 exhibit will cover approximately 180,000 net square feet of 
exhibit space and is expected to draw between 10,000 and 15,000 visitors and more 
than 500 exhibiting companies. Formerly held biennially, TAPPI’s exhibit will move to 
a three-year cycle following TAPPI 96 and will not be held again until 1999. 

TAPPI 96 has been designed with a number of new features - one of the foremost being 
the location. Previously held in Atlanta, Georgia, USA, the 1996 exhibit has moved to 
New Orleans, a region highly populated with pulp and paper mills. Within a 500-mile 
radius of New Orleans, there are 106 pulp mills and 124 paper mills, 80 of which are 
less than 200 miles away. 

Also new at TAPPI 96 will be a stage on the exhibit floor which will serve as a forum 
for exhibitors to showcase products and services to potential customers and trade press. 
Exhibitor Showcase time slots will be reserved in advance and a schedule of presenta¬ 
tions will be published in the TAPPI 96 Show Guide and Program Book. 

Another new feature of TAPPI 96 is the new scheduling of activities around the exhibit. 
In addition to TAPPI’s Annual Business Meeting and Awards Ceremony activities, the 
TAPPI 96 technical program and the 1996 Recycling Symposium program have been 
planned during the early morning and afternoon hours to minimize scheduling conflicts 
and allow participants plenty of time to visit the exhibit. Additionally, nine short cours¬ 
es are planned for the week including the following: 

• Introduction to Pulp and Paper Technology 

• Fiber and Paper Physics 

• Introduction to Paper Properties 

• Introduction to Wet End Chemistry 

• Analytical Problem Solving 

• Paper Machine Rebuild 

• Pulp Bleaching Practices and Issues 

• Environmental Liability: “How Can Mill Managers Keep 

Themselves and Their Mills ‘Safe’ From Environmental 
Liability?” 

• Pulp and Paper Industry Trainer’s Workshop

Past to Create A Future For the Homeless 


The walkers are com¬ 
ing! The walkers are coming! 

On Sunday, November 12, the 
Freedom Trail in Boston will 
turn back the clock to the 
Revolutionary War era to help 
today’s homeless. Paul Revere, 
Ben Franklin, and other histori¬ 
cal characters will join the public 
for a charity walk with a twist:

Ask Pat: Your weekly opportunity to get an answer for your 
most pressing Career Questions. 

Dear Pat, 

I’m very nervous about interviewing - how can I gain some confidence and 
improve my skills? 

Sweaty Palms 

Dear Sweaty, 

The short answer to this question is, “Prepare and practice.” Before you subject 
yourself to nay new situation you’ll find it helpful to arm yourself with relevant 
information. For interview preparation you’ll want to focus your study on two 
main subjects -- Yourself and the Employer. And now...the longer answer.... 

Preparation Part One: You. You need to define your goals, the skills you have 
to offer an employer and your work and academic achievements that best 
demonstrate your abilities. Writing out your thoughts will help you to clarify 
what’s most important to communicate. Remember, you only have a few 
minutes to favorably impress an interviewer. If your answers are clear, 
thoughtful, brief and well-worded, you’ll gain the respect and further attenticr, o f 
the interviewer. 

If you have obvious shortcomings— such as low grades or lack of relevant 
experience, you want to be prepared for the inevitable questions that will be part 
of the interview. Honesty, attitude and fore-thought is critical to handling 
sensitive and important issues. 

Preparatio n Part Two: the Employer . By researching a company before an 
interview you demonstrate: respect for the company, sincere interest in the 
company and a thorough and planned approach to your job search. Resource 
materials for your study are available in the internet. Your company research 
will also help you develop relevant questions to ask the interviewer. 

Practice- you can never get enough. Of course, you also need feedback on your 
interview skills, or you may just repeal mistakes rather than improving. For 
starters, you may want to ask a Career Services professional to carry out a 
“mock” or practice interview with you. By video taping your 15-20 minute 
mock interview, you’ll be able to review and assess the content and clarity of 
your answers and the oral and visual image you present. By building on your 
strengths and developing improved skills, you’ll gain a better understanding of 
yourself and a competitive edge in the job search process. 

Feedback — a direct approach. A new interview feedback process has just been 
introduced in UML’s Career Services office. On-campus recruiters will fill out a 
brief evaluation form for each interviewed studenL These evaluations will be 
made available, upon request, to students within 2 working days of their 
interview. Because this is another new system, we’d like your comments on its 
effectiveness and suggestions for improvemenL

Remember when you were a little kid and everyone would ask you, “What do you want to be when you grow up?” It’s interesting that in Western society we typically 
stop asking that question of our children after the age of 10 or so. So our last response was usually in the doctor/lawyer/president-of-the-U.S. category. For many, the subject of 
career selection doesn’t again arise until college graduation (and an uncertain future thereafter) is staring them in the face. 

The truth is that many have stumbled aimlessly through high school and college taking classes merely because the subject matter sounds interesting. We then establish a 
college major centered around these classes. When we get close to graduation, we anxiously hope that there is someone out there who is interested in what we have to offer 
(although we’re probably still not exactly sure what that is). If this doesn’t sound like you, if you planned your entire academic career with a specific end product in mind, if you 
have fully researched and mapped out your career, if you know your target market and are fully prepared for it - good for you! But you are the exception (and will undoubtedly 
have a definite advantage over your competition). Unfortunately, many college students have less of a ready answer to the “What do you want to do?” question than most 10- 
year-olds. And it’s not the kind of question you want to be hearing from Aunt Mabel on graduation day. Especially if you don’t have a good answer. 

Please note: if you are not able to answer the “What do you want to do?” question, do yourself a big favor - take a step back from the “I gotta find a job” hype, and go 
seek advice and counsel from your campus Career Services and Placement Department or with your professors or advisors within your major. Know what you want to do before 
you go out trying to find it. And in seeking out your dream job, seek out a job you will love. There are far too many people in today’s world who are grinding away at work 
they detest just to earn a paycheck. Do what you love and the paycheck will become secondary. 

The first step of job-search prep is to have a planned path to follow in seeking your new career. If you have no plan for where you are going, any road will take you 
there. Don’t start off your work life in a blind or random direction. Don’t do a “walkabout” (a la Crocodile Dundee) in your career life. It doesn’t work! 

This column is written toward organizing and managing job search for college students. It is designed to benefit all who read it, since it provides information that will 
form the foundation of a successful job search. But when you’re ready to begin square one of your job search, make sure you’re at square one, not square zero. Know what 
you’re searching for before you begin your search. 

Everyone (from freshmen to seniors to grad students) will find information of value in this column. We dig into the hard-core realities of resumes, cover letters, 
research, networking, job fairs, Internet job searching, interviewing, job offers, and negotiation. And the college students who are the most successful in their job search are typi¬ 
cally those who are the best prepared. So if you are still in the first years of your college career, do your homework in advance - clip this column each week and save it in a file 
labeled “Jobs.” That way you’ll have a variety of topics there to refer to when you need them. And if you are in your final year, make sure you know what you are searching for 
first, then use this column as your insider’s guide to the job market.

Cachao 

Master Sessions - Volume II 

Cuban jazz/mam bo 
guru Cachao (Israel Lopez) has 
been making music for over 60 
years, always toying with tradi¬ 
tional styles. He is one of the 
pioneers of Cuban Jam sessions, 
laying the foundation for con¬ 
temporary Latin music and 
Master Sessions - Volume II may 
be his crowning achievement. 

With the support of 37 
other musicians, including film 
star Andy Garcia, who also pro¬ 
duced the album, Grammy win¬ 
ner Cachao has brought together 
some of the most innovative 
Latin artists for Volume II. 
Special attention has been given 
to each musician’s particular 
instrument, and as a result no 
performer is ever overshadowed 
by another. The mix and subtle¬ 
ty of each yields master tracks 
that are the epitome of great 
mambo. 

Cachao take us to the 
back alleys of Havana and the 
glitz and energy of Miami in 


“Los Tres Golpes/The Three 
Beats.” “Descarga A/Jam 
Session A” is the true gem of the 
album, in which the musicians 
go wild with each instrument, 
feeding off each other’s chords. 
The arrangements on “Sigue A 
Paquito Si Puedes/Follow 
Paquito If You Can” are reflec¬ 
tive of Cachao’s experience with 
and innovations in the sound of 
Latino jazz. 

With the arrangements 
and fluidity of sound he’s 
achieved, Master Sessions - 
Volume II should land Cachao 
another Grammy. His influence 
on the music of the Latin com¬ 
munity has been immeasurable 
and the album is a tribute to his 
expertise. 

Dan Zanes 
Cool Down Time 

Dan Zanes, former front 
man for The Del Fuegos and 
Concord, New Hampshire 
native, has been away for a 
while. His time with the Fuegos 
had its ups and downs through¬ 
out the 80’s, ending with the dis¬ 
solution of the band after a few 



years of hardship. His comeback 
is Cool Down Time , and it is a 
welcome addition to the home¬ 
grown sound of backwoods rock. 
Jimmy Vaughan and Tom Petty 
know that sound, and so does 
Zanes. Quite well, in fact. 

There’re preciously few 


instruments, with lots of sax and 
great guitars, and the sound 
would suffer if it aimed too high. 
“Little Blue Suit” is especially 
fun; it’s easy to feel Zanes’s 
mood as he plays. Walk through 
the woods on a bright fall 
Sunday and put this CD in your 


Walkman. You’ll feel the need 
to walk barefoot with some 
friends as Zanes ambles through 
“No Sense of Time.” Or put the 
cider on the fire and let your feet 
dangle over the couch as the rest 
warms your speakers.
